The trial of the 
case last May in the Adams county 
courts resulted in a verdict in favor 
of Guise. 
Counsel for the defendant insur­ 
ance company immediately filed a 
motion for judgment in then favor, 
notwithstanding the verdict, or for 
a new trial. 
Both were denied by 
Judge Sheely after he had heard 
argument in the case. 
Tile insur­ 
ance company attorneys carried the 
case to the Superior court for de- 
i cision.

Eugene V. Bulled, Esq., repre­ 
sented Mr. Guise in court here and 
j appeared before the Superior court 
last month in Harrisburg to argue

I believe th a t a community gets just as good a newspaper as it de­ 
serves. I have noted th a t poor newspapers have a short, checkered career. 
Good newspapers go through difficult times, the same as hum an beings, 
but like them , they usually survive. Otherwise there would not be so m any 
newspapers th a t have lived for a hundred years and more. 
It is inspiring to pass through the great country of the middle west, 
and this applies just as truly to Canada as to the United States, both of 
which are very fam iliar to me. B ut to the newspapers of this section is 
due, more than to any other factor, I believe, the rem arkable growth and 
progress that one sees when travelling about here. 
The newspaper gives to the hum blest toiler his daily picture of what 
is going on in the world, and then, in addition, gives him enough extra 
phia, is visiting at the home of her m aterial to stim ulate and inspire his mind. Truly an institution, without 
which little progress could be made. 
And so these letters to the editor have become a vital factor in the 
form ation and direction of public opinion. They have kept the editor h u ­ 
man and cemented his newspaper to the soil, and to the soul of his readers. 
This newspaper editor likes to have you tell him what you like best, or 
what you dislike, about what he gives you daily.

T h a t’s the life the sandhogs lead, 
the men who work in compressed air 
chambers tar down In the earth dig­ 
ging tunnels under rivers, but they 
say it’s no bed of roses 
You ask them why and the old­ 
tim ers will tell you about the four 
men who were turned into human 
projectiles by the force of the com­ 
pressed air in the last thirty-odd 
years and spouted up through river 
bed, through water and into the 
jopen air . Two of the men lived. 
Bu t that’s only one of the hazards 
they face. The greatest of all is the 
deadly menace, the bends. 
Or at 
least it used to be. 
Quite a lot has 
been learned about the bends in the 
last few years—enough that (here 
hasn t been a death from this cause 
on a New York project In sixteen 
| years. 
T h a t’s the reason, however, for the 
short working periods. 
Medical ex- 
| pelts have figured out how long a 
man can work in compressed air 
safely and have learned how to pre- 
j vent too sudden decompression.

state law now fixes the working pe- 
i iods for different degrees of pres­ 
sure.
